This 
in mind 1 can scarcely hope for the 
credit of attention in protesting 
against a custom bearing the un- 
broken sanction of historic times.ami 
that is at the same time so consonant 
with that spirit of vengeance inher- 
ent in every human mind. Whatev- 
er our established theological no- 
tions of the nature of death, to the 
cold reason of the profoundest think- 
ers that have graced the earth it 
remains forever an inscrutable mys- 
tery, and the passing up of a human 
soul to a condition, the terms of which

As a civic problem capital punish- 
ment must be regarded wholly as a 
question of expediency.

A call meeting of the Green River 
I District Tobacco Growers’ A.«socia- 
' tion of the A. S. of E. w’as held at 
the court house, in OwensboiM, last 
Friday with all counties in the dis- 
trict represented. About fifty dele- 
gates were in attendance. 

The meeting, was on the whole. un- 
usually harmonious, 'fiiere were 
.some differences of opinion on sev- 
eral subjects, but there were none 
of the heated discussions that for- 
merly marked meetings of the dis- 
trict body, as well as of the Daviess 
county union. The fact that .several 
' important matters were considered 
in this spirit indicates that factional- 
ism in the district has been eliminat- 
e<l and that a uniteil fight will be 
made on the J907 crop. 

It was decided that there are to 
be no more newspaper discus.-.ions 
between members of the society, 
j Newspaper articles contributed on 
E<iuity subjects hereafter are to be 
liminatefl to official a'inouncenieots 
and such other general information 
as it may be necessary to juMniul- 
gate by that means. Questions of 
warehousing and finance and all oth- 
er discussions are barred. 

Another important matter was 
the passage of a resolution instruct- 
ing the executive board to advertise 
for propositions for the financing of 
the 1907 crop. By this means it is 
believed that the best result will be 
obtained, and that a plan of financ- 
ing will be secured on which ail 
Equity men in the district can 
agree. 

A pledging contract was drawn 
and adopted. Tne committee which 
drafted the pledge was composed of 
John P. Foster, E. B. McEuen, J. H. 
Burney, L. N. Robertson, G. S. Wil- 
son and John E. Minnett. 

There was considerable discu.ssion 
of the various pha.ses of the pledge, 
particularly that prohibiting a land 
owner from assiging his allowanee 
of 10,000 hills to a tenant. David 
Moreland, of Ohio county. Presi- 
dent of the State organization, fa- 
vored this feature of the pledge. "1 
have tenants,” he said, "but I want 
no unfair favoritism. This thing of 
allowing a man to transfer his 
10,000 hills to another man is not 
' justice nor is it equity. 

The pledge finally rejiorted ami 
adopted is in full as follows: 

We, the undersigned, hereby 
pledge our honor, that we will not 
plant or have planted on land that 
we own or control for the year 19<)7 
more than 10,000 hills to the hand 
or ."i.iMIO hills to the half hand. Ev- 
ery person who is sixteen years of 
age or over on the tirst diiy of 
September, 1907, shall be counted 
a hand, and every person who on 
that date will be twelve but less 
than sixteen shall be counted a half 
hand. This applies strictly to those 
who work in the tobacco field, no 
one being allowed to transfer his al- 
lowance to any other person. Binding 
ourselves under the penalty of having 
our names published to the world 
as persons of dishonor should we 
violate our ple-'ge, and that every 
member violating his pledge shall 
forfeit his membership in the A. S. 
of E.

There is a story of the 
Cathagian Hannibal that having his 
eye put out by the violence of an 
ignorant and vicious soldier the of- 
fender was turned over to the offend- 
ed, as the custom of Cathage was, 
to receive such punishment as the 
offended should decree. Some years 
afterward thcfgreat general returned 
from the conquest of Rome and pre- 
sented to his people, and we may be- 
lieve with a just pride, the young 
man, whom they had formerly sur- 
rendered to his justice, as one of his 
chief lieutenants who had done 
mighty deeds in the siege of Rome, 
and the les.son was not wholly lost 
on succeeding generations. The soft- 
ening influence of the times has giv- 
en rise to a movement, world-wide 
in its scope, to elimenate the spirit of 
vengeance from the punishment for 
crime, to .despoil the bloody scaffold 
of its victim and to elevate the State 
schools for criminals to universities 
of virtue and love. To contribute 
my trifling part to so worthly a 
movement, so pregnant with purpos- 
es of good, these lines were scrib- 
bled. ' J. H. Thomas, 
Narrows, Ky.

WIFE WAITED LONG 
FOR HUSBAND’S RETURN 

Meanwhile She Supported Her- 
self and Children Now 
Inancnrates Search. 

After waiting patiently for four i 
years f»r her husband to return to 
her and their four children, toiling 
meanwhile to support herself and 
them, Mrs. Sarah Boling, of Rey- 
nolds, Ky., has began an effort to 
find him, says the Owensboro Messen- 
ger. She has written a letter to the 
Messenger, giving a description of 
her husband, John David Boling, and 
asking that if anyone knows any- 
thing of him, she be notified. Her 
address is Reynolds, Ky., R. F. D., 
No . 4. 

Boling left home on May 12, 1903, 
seeking employment. When last 
heard of he was in Owensboro, but 
was preparing to go to Findley 
mines, where he thought he could 
find employment. Since that time 
his people in Ohio county have 
been unable to-hear from him or to 
learn anything of what became of 
him. 

Boling is about forty-eight years 
of age, weighs 130 pounds and is five 
feet six inches tall. He has blue 
eyes and dark hair. His right hand 
is maimed by having been cut on a 
circular saw. 

Boling’s home was at Lyonia, a 
small village in Ohio county. His 
wife has believed during all the 
years of his absence that he would 
return to her and the children when 
he had found the job for which he 
went in search and which would en- 
able him to provide for them. He 
has been gone so long.however, that 
she now fears he is dead or has met 
with some accident which prevents 
his return. 

AIR SICKNESS.' 

Accidents apart, traveling by 
aeropLine is calculated in some di- 
rections to be a healthy mode of 
getting about from place to place. 
TTic vehicle will rise above the im- I 
purities contained in the air of the 
streets and may even roach a level 
far removed from the madding 
crowd of microbes. The aeroplane, 
it may be assumed, will soar, it need 
nOr be at a very groat height, yet 
nevertheless into regions of the air 
purified by light, ozone and the 
process of sedimentation. All this 
sounds ideal; but, on the other 
hand, there will be a diminution of 
pressure which may unfavoraldy af- 
fect the heart’s action, for the pulse 
rate incrca.ses as the atmosphere 
pressure is withdrawn.

idedly augmented. At extreme 
, Heights there are swellings of the 
veins and bleeding from the nose, 
and there is a sense of being unable 
to u.se the legs and arm*:. The dis- 
tressing symptoms of mountain 
sickness may even be simulated dur- 
ing a journey in an aeroplane. 
Doubtless, however, all these evils 
could be avoided by keeping the 
aeroplane at the j rojxT level. — 
London Lancet.

The flat- 
edged stone he used as a hatchet or 
ax. the pointed stones served as 
spear or lance-heads; flat, thin stones 
were chipped into scrapers, and 
w’hen this paleolithic man got an ex- 
tra sharp-edged piece, he used it for 
a knife, and the thin pointed stone 
served as a awl. It is natural to 
suppose that men first hunted for 
the desired shape of stone and later 
took to chipping them. 

Even the saw was known to these 
preadamities, who «errated the edge 
of some of their stone knives and 
left them in their caves, where they 
have furnished us the evidence of 
their ingenuity. 

The first stone implements doubt- 
less were tied to the stick or handle; 
then an inventive genious learned to 
bore a hole in the stick and inserted 
the pointed end of the stone. A 
brighter genious bored a holj in the 
stone itself for the insertion of the 
stick, this being the highest type of 
stone implement.

We All Depend on Tariff Wages. 

[NVvMirk AdvrrtlM-r.] 

There is a meaning in good wages 
that touches every interest in the 
land. For upon wages rests all 
prosperity, that of the capitalist 
and the laborer, of the employer 
an<l the employe, of the business 
man and the professional man. 

The term is commonly confined to 
the interest of the wage-earner. 
Many men do not reflect uiioti its 
real meaning and application. 

Last year there was paid in only 
about .seven thousand out of nearly 
twenty thousand industrial estab- 
lishments in New Jersey a total of 
$128,168,801 in wages, an increase of 
about $38,000,000 annually in five 
years in the same industries. Where 
did this vast wealth go? 

Some of it was placed in savings 
banks, to be loaned out to business 
enterprises that employ capital and 
labor, but the great bulk went to 
storekeepers, doctors, dentists and 
others, and to landlords in payment 
of rent. Some was invested in prop- 
erty. 

The wages thus disbursed were 
manna for everybody. The store- 
keeper had a profitable trade, and 
the professlora’ man a lemunera- 
tive practice. Real estate owners 
earned a good interest in the rents 
they received and property valut'S 
were increased by reatals and by 
sales of propert/.
